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(57) Abstract: When a 
decision is made that a 
short message received at 
a communication module 
is sent from a portable 
telephone corresponding to 
identification information 
prestored in an RAM, the 
communication management 
module of a navigation unit 
delivers a remote operation 
signal to a power supply 
module. A navigation module 
acquires the IP address of 
the navigation unit when it 
enters wake-up state from 
sleep state and prepares a mail 
from the IP address acquired 
before transmitting the mail 
to a portable telephone which 
has transmitted actuation 
information by using the 
mail address of that portable 
telephone. Consequently, 
even if a new IP address is 
assigned to the navigation unit 
every time when it is actuated, 
the navigation unit can be 
operated easily from a remote 
place. 
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
